To us, especially, as 
teachers is this an important subject, 
for if the teacher herself fail to see this 
fine undercurrent of beauty and harmony 
running through nature and humanity, 
it is ipiite vain to hope that she will open 
the eyes of (he children committed to 
her care. "If the blind lead the blind, 
both shall fall into the ditch. At first 
thought one would suppose the sense of 
sight less susceptible of education than 
any other, but close observation will, I 
think, convince any one that although in 
(his direction, as in all others, natural 
gifts differ, yet in no other sense is the 
capacity for improvement greater, in no 
other sense is the increase in the power 
to enjoy, resulting from cultivation, more 
marked. If tho teacher have the great 
advantage of a thorough acquaintance 
with botany, natural ]>hilosophy,gcology, 
chemistry, astronomy, etc., etc., it is 
well, and a fact for profound gratitude. 
Few of us, however, have this advantage, 
OT can hope for it in the future ; but be- 

of this, we need not feel discour- 
aged. With (ho books and periodicals 
now within the reach of almost every 
one, in one's odds anil ends of spare time 
one can do much, and by a habit of close, 
careful, critical observation, one can do 
perhaps even more to acquire a knowl- 
edge of the great foundation principles 
underlying these sciences and all natural 
phenomena, and so l>o able to see for 
themselves the law and order, the beauty 
and harmony running through all, and 
showing more plainly than the writing

A French savant, a mem' 
Academy, wished to ascertain I 
gress of the teaching of languid 
one of the English universities. Hav 
ing some friends among the professors, 
he announced to them his visit and the 
object of it. His English friends de- 
termined to give the academician a high 
idea of these studies, and for this pur- 
pose resorted to rather extraordinary 
means. They chose twenty of the stu- 
dents best acquainted with Creek, San- 
scrit, French, Spanish, and soon, and or- 
dered them to dress as peasants and yo 
out on the road at some distance from 
the university to meet the Strang' 
wasprocw; ilong, refli 

upon the high important study 

of the languages, and the pleasure that 
he had experienced since he was upon 
English soil of speaking with the inhab- 
itants as if he were a native. 

All at once a peasant, apparently, ap- 
proached him, and asked him in Latin if 
he conld render him any service ; soon 
another accosted him in German ; than a 
third and a fourth, and finally a whole 
troop of peasants ad liim in all 

the languages of the world. The acade- 
mician was overwhelmed with as:' 
ment, and arrived at the university full 
of admiration at this phenomenon. "Mes- 
sieurs," said he to the English professors, 
"I have no further need to examine your 
teaching, you are unquestionably the 
first matters in the world ; your learn 
ing has spread through all the surround- 
ing places, and your pea know 
more of the languages than our St 
I ris." 

He desired to know, however, if the 
sign language was taught with I 
at the university, and according] . 
promised to present him the best of their 
pupils of this class. For this purpose 
they gave instruction to a servant of the 
house, who had but one-eye and was a 
little stupid, that a French gentleman 
was expected there, and as he was very 
deaf, he must speak with him only by 
signs.
